5. SECURITY

6. SPECIAL PROBLEMS 


During the latter part of FY 1964, the contractor performed 
certain specialized system analysis studies in response to specific 
tasking orders from the Systems Analysis Staff ( SAS ), CIA/DDfS&T). 
Funding for this work was provided by SAS. Similar support to the 
SAS by the contractor is anticipated for FY 1965 and the funding is 
again expected to come from the SAS budget. Procedural details 
for transferring funds from SAS to the contractor presumably will 
be determined by O/ L,
